CHICAGO (AP) — Despite 
bitter denunciatio n o f President 
Nix o n o v er the eco no my and 
Watergate, AFL-CIO President 
Geo rge Meany say s he will re­ 
main a member o f the adminis­ 
tratio n’s labo r-management ad­ 
v iso ry co mmittee. 
“ I do n’t kno w any thing the 
administratio n needs at the 
present time mo re than a go o d 
o ld-fashio ned whipping bo y ,” he 
said. “ And we are no t abo ut to 
be whipping bo y s at this time.” 
The reference was to Meany ’s 
quitting the o ld pay bo ard in 
197 2, which drew White Ho use 
charges that o rganized labo r 
was sabo taging its anti-inflatio n 
pro gram. 


Meany has since serv ed as a 
member o f the reco nstituted 
adv iso ry co mmittee despite his 
persistent o ppo sitio n to the eco ­ 
no mic co ntro l pro gram. He pre­ 
dicted Wednesday that co ntro ls 
wo uld lead the natio n into a re­ 
cessio n by the end o f the y ear. 
‘‘To me, we are facing eco ­ 
no mic disaster in this co untry 
at the present time, unless 
there is so me change in the po l­ 
icy ,” he said at a news co nfer­ 
ence during the AFL-CIO’s 
quarterly ex ecutiv e co uncil 
meeting in nearby Oak Bro o k. 


Meany called fo r the imme­ 
diate lifting o f eco no mic re­ 
straints, including wage and 


price co ntro ls and the freeze o n 
beef prices, and a return to a 
free market eco no my . 


This may cause so me dis­ 
ruptio ns and pro blems, but they 
will o nly be tempo rary , he said. 
“ We’re willing to bite the bullet 
and face the end o f co ntro ls.” 
He said the administratio n’s 
tight mo ney po licy will halt 
ho using co nstructio n, which will 
hav e a multiply ing effect o n the 
rest o f the eco no my . 
The ex ecutiv e co uncil de­ 
clared a state o f emergency in

The co uncil also ado pted res­ 
o lutio ns urging passage o f leg­ 
islatio n to allo w co nstructio n o f 
the Alaska pipeline and co n­ 
gressio nal appro v al o f a min­ 
imum wage bill. The President 
has threatened to v eto the wage 
bill. 
Meany said the 13.6 -millio n- 
member federatio n wo uld co n­ 
tinue to suppo rt Cesar Chav ez’s 
embattled United Farm Wo rk­ 
ers Unio n.

ROCHELLE—Nearly 170 emplo y es will be minus jo bs 
Mo nday when the Swift Fresh Meats Co ., a div isio n o f 
Swift and Co mpany , clo ses beef-slaughtering o peratio ns 
at the Ro chelle plant. Other plants to be clo sed at that 
time are in Wilso n, N.C., and Seo ttsbluff, Neb., acco rding 
to R. L. Go llho fer, manager o f the lo cal Swift plant. 
These clo sings, co upled with sho rt wo rkday s because 
o f the small amo unt o f cattle av ailable fo r slaughter at the 
sev en remaining beef plants, will cut the firm’s pro duc­ 
tio n to abo ut o ne-third o f no rmal. 
Other departments o f the three lo catio ns will co ntinue 
to o perate. 
The beef units will remain clo sed until such time as 
the cattle supply impro v es and, acco rding to a spo kesman 
fro m the main co mpany , they hav e no way o f kno wing 
ho w lo ng the sho rtage will last. 
As a result o f pro ductio n curtailments in the last two 
weeks by Swift, due to the sho rt supply o f cattle, appro x i­ 
mately 900 emplo y es hav e been laid o ff.

Skylab crew may return Friday 
Watergater on 
CIA retainer 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Fo r­ 
mer CIA Directo r 
Richard 
Helms to ld the Senate Water­ 
gate co mmittee to day that o ne 
o f the Cuban-Americans ar­ 
rested inside the Watergate 
was o n a $100-a-mo nth retainer 
fro m the agency at the time o f 
the break-in. 
“ But that do esn’t mean the 
agency was inv o lv ed,” Helms 
said emphatically under ques­ 
tio ning fro m mino rity co unsel 
Fred Tho mpso n. 
Helms said Eugenio Martinez 
“ was a resident in Flo rida as 
far as the agency knew. Be­ 
cause he liv ed in Flo rida and 
was a Cuban ex ile, he was kept 
o n a lo o se arrangement where­ 
by he wo uld repo rt to the agen­ 
cy fro m time to time o n Cubans 
who go t o ut o f that co untry and 
he tho ught might hav e info rma­ 
tio n fo r the agency .” 
Helms said Martinez was tak­ 
en o ff the retainer list as so o n 
as his inv o lv ement in the bur­ 
glary became kno wn. 
He repeated testimo ny giv en 
two mo nths ago to the Senate 
Armed 
Serv ices 
Co mmittee 
that six day s after the J une 17 , 
197 2, break-in, he was called to 
the White Ho use. 
There, to p assistants H. R. 
Haldeman and J o hn D. Ehrlich- 
man to ld him that the CIA dep­ 
uty directo r, Gen. Verno n A. 
Walters, wo uld be sent to tell 
acting FBI directo r L. Patrick 
Gray III the FBI might run 
into CIA o peratio ns in Mex ico 
and to taper o ff its inv estiga­ 
tio n. 
“ Did y o u kno w at the time 
y o u met with Haldeman and 
Ehrlichman that Martinez was 
o n retainer? ” asked Tho mpso n. 
“ I do n’t remember. I pro b­ 
ably did,” said Helms. “ But 
that do esn’t mean the agency 
was inv o lv ed. I do n’t want y o u 
to put wo rds in my mo uth.” 
Two o thers co nv icted in Wa­ 
tergate, J ames W. McCo rd J r. 
and E. Ho ward Hunt, were 
lo ngtime CIA emplo y es who 
had retired fro m the agency in 
197 0. 
Two o ther Cuban-Americans, 
Bernard L. Barker and Frank 
Sturgis, had perfo rmed mis­ 
sio ns fo r the agency so me 
y ears earlier. 
But this was the first dis­ 
clo sure that any o f the gro up 
arrested were being paid by the 
agency at the perio d o * the 
break-in. 
Haldeman and Ehrlichman 
hav e testified they did no t try 
to use the CIA to blunt the FBI 
inv estigatio n o f Watergate, but 
were co ncerned that the FBI 
pro be in Mex ico o f mo ney 
linked to Watergate might bare 
so me CIA o peratio n. 


“ The questio n,” said Tho mp­ 
so n, “ is whether the White 
Ho use was legitimately co n­ 
cerned o r whether it was try ing 
to use the agency to co v er up 
the Watergate.” 


Po unding his palm o n the wit­ 
ness table and with his v o ice 
rising almo st to a sho ut, Helms 
declared near the o utset o f his 
appearance: 
“ I assured Gray the CIA had 
no inv o lv ement in the break-in. 
It was my preo ccupatio n to 
make this po int that the agency 
had no thing to do with the Wa­ 
tergate break-in ... 
“ The agency had no in­ 
v o lv ement in the break-in, no 
inv o lv em ent 
whatev er. 
It 
do esn’t seem to get acro ss v ery 
well, but the CIA had no thing 
to do with the Watergate break- 
in.” 


His v o ice dro pping back to ­ 
ward no rmal, he co ntinued: “ I 
ho pe all the newspapermen in 
the ro o m 
hear me clearly 
no w.” 
Helms, no w U.S. ambassado r 
to Iran, said the White Ho use 
asked the CIA to pro v ide equip­ 
ment to o ne o f its retired 
agents, Ho ward Hunt, who later 
participated in the 1971 break- 
in at the o ffice o f Daniel Ells- 
berg’s psy chiatrist and the 197 2 
Watergate raid. 
He said Hunt’s demands fo r 
aid quickly go t o ut o f hand, and 
he perso nally o rdered it cut o ff. 
“ It seemed to me the agency 
was being used,” Helms said. 
He said he then directed his 
deputy to call Ehrlichman and 
“ tell him we wo uldn’t be do ing 
these things any mo re.” 
Hunt go t a camera disguised 
as a to bacco po uch, a tape 
reco rder, disguises, and fake 
identificatio n. Helms empha­ 
sized that Hunt go t no burglary 
equipment. 
Helms said that White Ho use 
aide Dav id Yo ung, o ne o f the 
“ plumbers” crew, asked him 
later to supply a psy chiatric 
pro file o f Ellsberg, who had ad­ 
mitted giv ing the to p-secret 
Pentago n 
Papers 
to 
news­ 
papers. 
Helms said he to ld Yo ung, “ I 
think it is an impo sitio n to ask 
to do this.” But, he 
said, 
Yo ung pleaded with him and 
said it was the CIA’s respo nsi­ 
bility to inv estigate leaks o f 
classified 
info rmatio n, 
ev en 
tho ugh it is fo rbidden to engage 
in internal security activ ities. 
Two pro files were supplied, but 
they didn’t satisfy the White 
Ho use. Hunt, also o ne o f the 
“ plumbers,” then helped break 
into the Bev erly Hills o ffice o f 
Dr. Lewis Fielding, Ellsberg’s 
psy chiatrist, o n Sept. 3,197 1.

The memo fro m fo rmer pres­ 
idential co unsel Charles W. Co l­ 
so n to H.R. Haldeman, then 
White Ho use chief o f staff, 
warned o f do cuments that co uld 
hurt the administratio n if made 
public.

farm pro ducts and pro cessed 
fo o ds and feeds which de­ 
creased during J uly by 4 .1 per 
cent o n a seaso nally unadjusted 
basis and 4 .6 per cent o n a sea­ 
so nally adjusted basis. 
The o ne mo nth decrease in 
farm prices o n an adjusted 
basis was the biggest decline 
ev er, Labo r Department figures 
sho w. 
The o v er-all decline in the 
J uly who lesale price index was 
1.3 per cent, unadjusted, and 
1.4 per cent, adjusted. The de­ 
crease co mpared with av erage 
increases during the prev io us 
six mo nths o f 1.7 per cent. 
The Labo r Department no ted 
its check o f who lesale prices 
fo r J uly was made after Presi­ 
dent Nix o n’s price freeze went 
into effect o n J une 13.

The Labo r Department said 
the who lesale price index was 
134 .9 in J uly , using the 196 7 fig­ 
ure o f 100 as the basis o f meas­ 
urement. The J uly index was 
12.7 per cent abo v e a y ear ear­ 
lier. 
On a seaso nally unadjusted 
basis, the o v er-all decrease in 
the index was the first since 
Octo ber o f 197 2, and o n a sea­ 
so nally adjusted basis it was 
the first decline since Septem­ 
ber o f 197 1. 
The adjusted decline was the 
steepest since February o f 194 8 
when the dro p was 1.5 per cent.

An Apo llo spacecraft is used 
as the ferry ship fo r the astro ­ 
nauts between earth and thé o r­ 
biting statio n. 
“ The o ther o ptio n,” Lunney 
added, 
“ which really lo o ks 
so mewhat mo re fav o rable at 
this time, is to sit tight and try 
to understand what's go ing o n 
with the o x idizer sy stem.” 
Lunney said space center o f­ 
ficials had discussed the po ssi­ 
bility o f ready ing the Saturn IB 
fo r the Sky lab 3 crew as a res­ 
cue v ehicle. 
“ It co uld pro bably be ready 
fo r launching abo ut Sept. 10,” 
he said, adding that no decisio n 
had been made to go this ro ute. 
If the rescue missio n were 
flo wn, the members o f the Sky ­ 
lab 3 crew wo uld fly up to the 
labo rato ry and pick up Bean, 
Garrio tt and Lo usma. 
The Sky lab 3 crew presently 
is scheduled to ro cket up to the 
labo rato ry o n No v . 
9, fo r a stay 
o f 56 day s o r lo nger. 
The 
tro uble 
started 
this 
mo rning when the astro nauts 
were awakened abo ut 25 min­ 
utes early by a master alarm 
buzzer. 
They 
checked 
and 
fo und pressure and tempera­ 
ture dro pping o n a jet thruster 
sy stem o n the side o f the Apo llo 
craft, which is linked to o ne 
end o f the 118 -fo o t-lo ng Sky lab. 
They turned o n a heater to 
defro st the thruster then iso ­ 
lated it fro m the rest o f the 
spacecraft pro pulsio n sy stem. 
At the time, Missio n Co ntro l 
ex pressed little co ncern abo ut 
the pro blem, at least publicly , 
and the astro nauts resumed 
their ex periment wo rk. 
Ano ther thruster o n the co m­ 
mand ship malfunctio ned in a 
similar fashio n last Saturday 
while the astro nauts were fly ­ 
ing up to a rendezv o us with the 
statio n. 
Bo th sy stems are no w essen­ 
tially ino perable, leav ing the 
co mmand ship with o nly half 
its pro pulsio n steering capabil­ 
ity . 
Missio n Co ntro l analy sts said 
there was an o x idizer leak in 
bo th sy stems. 
“ The spacecraft is fly able in 
this mo de, altho ugh it wo uld be 
flo wn in a mo de which is no t 
entirely standard,” Lunney re­ 
po rted. “ So it is co ntro llable. 
Ho wev er, it is no t the kind o f 
attitude co ntro l sy stem that we 
wo uld like to hav e.” 
The thrusters are used o nly 
to maintain the spacecraft atti­ 
tude, o r po sitio n in relatio n to 
the earth. A separate main en­ 
gine is used to dro p the Apo llo 
co mmand ship o ut o f o r Int. 
The thrusters wo uld be used 
fo r a backup de-o rbit capability 
in case the main engine failed. 
After study ing the dual pro b­ 
lem, Missio n Co ntro l became 
co ncerned. 
“ The pro blem that co ncerns 
us abo ut this co nditio n is that 
we’v e had two pro blems which 
are related, in the sense that 
they hav e bo th happened in the 
pro pulsio n sy stem o n the o x idi­ 
zer side,” Lunney said. 
He no ted that thro ugho ut the 
entire Apo llo pro gram that sy s­ 
tem caused no pro blems. 
“ Therefo re the fact that we 
hav e 
two 
pro blems 
related 
giv es us mo re co ncern than two 
pro blems that might be entirely 
unrelated,” Lunney co ntinued 
“ Therefo re, we feel we hav e to 
go a little bit slo wly in terms o f 
ho w we might respo nd to the 
pro blem because they might be 
related in such a way that we 
co uld hav e a further pro blem 
’So mewhere

Beware organic food' 


A p o o rly ed u cated generatio n o f 
fo o d bu y ers may be d ev elo p ing an 
“o rganic fo o d sy nd ro m e,’’ w arns a 
nu tritio nist. 
Critics charge that the u se o f 
p esticid es and the way fo o d s are 
p ro cessed co m m ercially are p o llu t­ 
ing o u r “ internal eco lo gy .” Yet 
many o f the chem icals p eo p le are 
co ncerned abo u t o ccu r natu rally in 
fo o d s, p o ints o u t 'Hieo d o re Labu za o f 
the Univ ersity o f Minneso ta. When 
these co mp o u nd s are ad d ed to o ther 
fo o d s, they beco me ad d itiv es. 
There is a lo ng list o f fo o d s co n­ 
taining co mp o u nd s that can be to x ic 
to hu mans. Ex am p les are p o tato es, 
raw eggs, sp inach, cabbage and 
bru ssels sp ro u ts. 
“Ev ery fo o d ad d itiv e, inclu d ing 
salt, is to x ic to the hu man bo d y at 
so me lev el o f ingestio n,” say s Labu ­ 
za. 
Ho wev er, whether a to x ic su b­ 
stance is p resent in fo o d natu rally o r 
ad d ed in p ro cessing, it d o es no t 
harm ev ery o ne who eats it. What 
m atters is the amo u nt eaten by the 
co nsu mer and the ability o f his bo d y 
to break d o wn the co mp o u nd , 
W o rried abo u t co m m ercially 


p ro cessed fo o d , m o re and mo re 
Americans want to retu rn to the 
“go o d o ld d ay s” when almo st ev ery ­ 
bo d y ho me-p ro cessed his fo o d . Bu t 
freq u ently , inex p erienced ho m e 
canners ex p o se them selv es to bo tu ­ 
lism. a fo rm o f fo o d p o iso ning. 


In the p ast three y ears, say s this 
nu tritio nist, becau se o f the retu rn- 
to -the-land sp irit, bo tu lism incid ents 
hav e d o u bled ev ery y ear. Cu rrently 
abo u t 10 p eo p le d ie annu ally fro m 
bo tu lism in fo o d s canned in ho me 
kitchens. 


In co ntrast, the fo o d ind u stry has 
p ro cessed 800 billio n cans o f fo o d in 
20 y ears with a to tal o f fo u r bo tu lism 
d eaths rep o rted . 
Fo r tho se o f u s who d o n’t want 
the risk o f ad d ed chemicals in o u r 
fo o d , o rganically gro wn fo o d s sho u ld 
be av ailable, Labu za agrees. Bu t an 
o rganic label 
d o esn’t 
gu arantee 
freed o m fro m resid u es. 
Mo reo v er, he say s, the rate o f 
lo ss o f nu trients in u np ro cessed fo o d 
is higher than in p ro cessed fo o d . 
Thu s the p u rchaser m ay actu ally be 
getting p o o rer nu tritio n than he 
co u ld get fro m a su p erm arket.

“ If y o u can’t get them to salu te 
when they sho u ld salu te, and wear 
the clo thes y o u tell them to wear, 
ho w are y o u go ing to get them to d ie 
fo r their co u ntry ?” 
The abo v e q u o te cam e to mind 
after read ing a recent newsp ap er 
rep o rt that a m ilitary ju stice stu d y 
co mmissio n reco mmend s making 
m ilitary head gear to fit new hair 
sty les, and allo wing serv icemen to 
wear certain o rnam ents and jewel­ 
ry . I also fancied I heard a gho stly 
ro ar o f rage fro m whatev er Valhalla 
the sp irit o f General Geo rge S. P at­ 
to n no w inhabits; it was his rem ark, 
y o u see. 
If so meo ne is sq u eamish and 
thinks I am lo ad ing the argu m ent by 
q u o ting Patto n, then let’s try this, 
o ne: 
“ They (the so ld iers) sho u ld be 
mad e to u nd erstand that d iscip line 
co ntribu tes no less to their safety 
than to their efficiency . . . .Let o ffi­ 
cers and men be mad e to feel that 
they will mo st effectiv ely secu re 
their safety by rem aining stead ily at 
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their p o sts, p reserv ing o rd er, and 
fighting with co o lness and v igo r.” 
In o ther wo rd s, d ie fo r their co u n­ 
try , if need be. This o ne cam e fro m 
an American who is legend ary fo r 
his hu manity , co mp assio n and d e­ 
cency . It was in a Circu lar to the 
Tro o p s o f the Army o f No rthern Vir­ 
ginia. in 186 5, by their Co mmand ing 
General. Ro bert E. Lee. 
The id ea o f a v o lu nteer arm y is 
that y o u v o lu nteer to serv e. Bu t 
alo ng with serv ice go es o rd ers—and , 
o ne o f which. so me d ay , m ay be to 
risk y o u r life. No o ne anticip ates any 
wars in the im med iate fu tu re, I am 
su re o f that. Bu t this d o esn’t mean 
we can affo rd the lu x u ry o f being u n­ 
p rep ared . And hav ing a m ilitary 
p rep ared means hav ing a d isci­ 
p lined m ilitary that will take o rd ers. 
Ord ers, I might no te fu rther, ap ­ 
p ly to all the m ilitary . lo west re­ 
cru it to Chairman o f the Jo int Chiefs 
o f Staff, with a civ ilian, the Presi­ 
d ent, at the to p o f the heap . And , 
let’s also rem em ber, befo re there is 
to o mu ch scream ing abo u t p erils o f 
a “military d ictato rship ,” that Hit- 


Nixon's 'privilege' 
legal 


If the co ncep t o f sep aratio n o f 
p o wers is to be a wo rkable o ne, it has 
to be o n the basis o f eq u ality amo ng 
the three branches o f the fed eral 
go v ernment. 
If Co ngress m ay no t interfere 
with the legitim ate fu nctio ning o f 
the ex ecu tiv e, neither can a p resi­ 
d ent interfere with that o f the legis­ 
lativ e branch. No r can either o ne 
tread u p o n the co nstitu tio nal p re­ 
ro gativ es o f the ju d iciary , and v ice- 
v ersa . 
On this basis, there may be at 
least two recent p reced ents that cast 
serio u s d o u bt o n the legality o f P res­ 
id ent Nix o n’s refu sal to tu rn o v er to 
the W atergate co mm ittee tap es o f 
p resid ential co nv ersatio ns that the 
co mmittee believ es co u ld assist its 
inv estigatio n. 
On the sam e d ay in Ju ne, 19 72, 
the Su p reme Co u rt ru led in two cas­ 
es AGAINST co ngressio nal sep ara­ 
tio n-o f-p o wers claims 
that 
were 
strikingly sim ilar to the argu m ent 
no w being p u t fo rward o n behalf o f 
the p resid ency by Mr. Nix o n, say s 
Nathan Lewin, a Washingto n atto r­ 
ney and fo rmer d ep u ty assistant at­ 
to rney general. 
The first, he reco u nts in the New 
R ep u blic, co ncerned Sen. Mike 
Grav el o f Alaska. In this case, the 
Ju stice Dep artment was inv estigat­ 
ing the circu m stances o f G rav el’s 
mid night read ing o f the Pentago n 
Pap ers and their su bseq u ent p u bli­ 
catio n by the Beaco n Press, a Mas­ 
sachu setts p u blisher. 
The q u estio n p u t to the co u rt was 
w hether the se na to r’s assistant 
co u ld be su bp o enaed by a fed eral 
grand ju ry and co mp elled to testify 
abo u t p u blicatio n o f the p ap ers. Ju s­ 
tice By ro n White, sp eaking fo r him ­ 
self and the fo u r Nix o n co u rt ap ­ 


p o intees, went bey o nd the issu e p re­ 
sented by the go v ernment and ru led 
that ev en the senato r himself co u ld 
be called by a grand ju ry and asked 
abo u t his so u rces o f info rmatio n if 
they were “irrelev ant to “irrelev ant 
to inv estigating p o ssible third -p arty 
crim e’’ and where the q u estio ns “d o 
no t req u ire testimo ny abo u t o r im- 
p u nge a legislativ e act.” 
The o ther ru ling co ncerned fo r­ 
m er Senato r Daniel Brewster o f 
M ary land and was written by Chief 
Ju stice Warren Berger. It inv o lv ed 
the crim inal p ro secu tio n o f Brew­ 
ster fo r hav ing receiv ed a bribe to 
influ ence his actio n o n p o stal rate 
legislatio n. 
“Taking a bribe,” said Ju stice 
Berger, “is, o bv io u sly , no p art o f the 
legislativ e p ro cess o r fu nctio n.” The 
Co nstitu tio n, he ru led , “d o es no t 
p ro hibit inq u iry into activ ities which 
are casu ally o r incid entally related 
to legislativ e affairs bu t no t a p art o f 
the legislativ e p ro cess itself.” 
This is p recisely what the entire 
W atergate affair inv o lv es, claimed 
Lewin. By shield ing his reco rd s and 
tap es, the p resid ent is no t secu ring 
against a p ry ing Co ngress the inter­ 
nal wo rking o f legitim ate ex ecu tiv e 
fu nctio ns; he is clo aking “third -p ar­ 
ty crim es” and co nd u ct that are 
“ex ecu tiv e fu nctio ns” o nly in the 
sense that they were p erfo rm ed in 
the White Ho u se. 
“The ro bbery o n the White Ho u se 
lawn d o es no t beco me an ex ecu tiv e 
fu nctio n merelv becau se it o ccu rs at 
16 00 Pennsy lv ania Av enu e,” say s 
Lewin, “ no r d o u nco nstitu tio nal in­ 
v asio n o f p riv acy , o bstru ctio ns o f 
ju stice, p erju ry and o ther fo rms o f 
m isfeasance co me within ev en the 
bro ad est d efinitio ns o f legitimate 
ex ecu tiv e p o wers.” 
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"The national mood is clear. People are weary of

Book applies to U.S., too

WASHINGTON (NEA)— Jam es 
Schlesinger, the new secretary o f 
Defense, is an ad m irer o f the Ru s­ 
sian w riter Alex and er So lzhenitsy n, 
au tho r o f “ One Day in the Life o f 
Iv an Deniso v ich” and winner o f the 
No bel Prize fo r litteratu re in 19 70. 
It is interesting therefo re to lo o k 
at So lzhenitsy n’s writings, see what 
this brilliant au tho r say s o f p o litics 
and go v ernment and no te ho w his 
wo rd s might ap p ly to cu rrent ev ents 
in this co u ntry . 
Silzhenitsy n, o f co u rse, w as 
kno wn as a rebel within Ru ssia, and 
has p aid heav ily fo r his co nd emna­ 
tio n o f go v ernment ty ranny . 
In this So lzhenitsy n d o es no t talk 
o f W atergate, o f co u rse. Fo r W ater­ 
gate cam e after the writings we 
hav e av ailable. He is sp eaking o f 
d ifferent land s and d ifferent p eo p le. 
Bu t what he say s, nev ertheless, has 
a fam iliar ring. 
He talks o f the stru ggles between 
gro u p s—m ass d em o nstratio ns and 
the o fficials d em o nstrated a ga inst- 
left v s. right, racial antago nisms, 
“tearing o u r wo rld to p ieces” be­ 
cau se o f o u r refu sal to accep t co m­ 
p ro mises with each o ther. So we fi­ 
nally co me to the belief “that there 
are no fix ed u niv ersal co ncep ts 
called go o d and ju stice, that they are 
flu id , changing, and that therefo re 
o ne mu st alway s d o what will benefit 
o ne’s p arty .” 
Bu t in o u r ad herence to no ble 
cau ses, say s So lzhenitsy n, all to o 


freq u ently we are no t no ble at all. 
We u se righteo u s slo gans as a co v er 
fo r “the sam e o ld cav em an feel­ 
ings—greed env y , v io lence and m u ­ 
tu al hate . . .” which we hav e giv en 
resp ectable p seu d o ny ms. 
The mu tu al hate and mu tu al fear 
lead to v io lence, either p hy sical v io ­ 
lence o r p o litical—and to ly ing, 
which So lzhenitsy n regard s as the 
ro o t o f o u r p ro blems. 
“ Let u s no t fo rget,” he say s, 
“that v io lence d o es no t and canno t 
flo u rish by itself; it is inev itably in­ 
tertwined with ly ing . . . no thing 
screens v io lence ex cep t lies, and the 
o nly way lies can ho ld o u t is by v io ­ 
lence . . . At birth, v io lence behav es 
o p enly and ev en p ro u d ly . Bu t as 
so o n as it beco mes stro nger and 
firmly established . . . it canno t go 
o n witho u t befo gging itself in lies, 
co ating itself with ly ing’s su gary o r­ 
ato ry . It d o es no t alway s o r neces­ 
sarily go straight fo r the gu llet; u s­ 
u ally it d emand s o f its v ictims o nly 
allegiance to the lie, o nly co mp licity 
in the lie . . . 
“The simp le act o f an o rd inary 
co u rageo u s man is no t to take p art, 
no t to su p p o rt lies!” 
So lzhenitsy n has so mething here. 
Fo r if we lo o k at W atergate and the 
o ther p o litical intrigu e and v io lence 
u nco v ered , it seems clear that o ne 
half-tru th o r lie led to ano ther, an­ 
o ther and still ano ther. And that to o 
o ften this has been o u r p ro blem in 
electio ns and in go v ernment, bo th 
lo cal and natio nal. 


ler, Mu sso lini and Stalin were all ci­ 
v ilians. They d id no t co me fro m the 
military class. In fact, the stro ngest 
o p p o sitio n to Hitler was fro m the 
p ro fessio nal Germany Army o fficer 
co rp s. 
No hu man end eav o r is p o ssible 
witho u t d iscip line, either self-im­ 
p o sed o r imp o sed by o thers. Ho wev ­ 
er, we are inclined to think o f it p ri­ 
m arily in a m ilitary co ntex t. Mili­ 
tary writings are sho t thro u gh with 
the need fo r it; I hav e ju st q u o ted 
two , bu t let’s ju mp back 2,500 y ears, 
to Su n Tzu : 
“ If tro o p s are lo y al bu t p u nish­ 
ments are no t enfo rced , y o u canno t 
emp lo y them .” 
No w, no military fo rce need s 
m artinets. (The name co mes fro m 
Lo u is XIV’s Insp ecto r General—the 
first in m ilitary histo ry —who se­ 
cu red his p lace in histo ry by being 
v ery harsh with inco mp etent o ffi­ 
cers.) No r d o es it need the latent 
bru tality imp lied by a Ru ssian p ro v ­ 
erb: 
“Flo g two to d eath, and train 
o ne.” 


No r can o u r m ilitary ev er be d is­ 
missed as d e facto p erfect. I hav e 
been o n 
Ho u se Armed Serv ices 
Co mmittee fo r 20 y ears and kno w 
the tru th o f that. So , it mu st be said , 
d o a go o d many o fficers o f all ranks 
and all serv ices. Yet, ev ery serv ice 
has its Insp ecto r General, with a 
ho st o f d ep u ties at lo wer lev els, to 
hear co mp laints, and there is alway s 
the right to p etitio n o ne’s Co ngress­ 
man o r Senato r. So me recent actio ns 
aimed at red ress o f griev ances co me 
p erilo u sly clo se to mu tiny , ho wev er, 
and that canno t be to lerated . 
The p o int is this: either we hav e a 
d iscip lined m ilitary o r we hav e a 
mo b. In 423 B.C., Brasid as o f Sp arta 
ad d ressed the Lacad aem o nian Ar­ 
my : 
“When ev ery man is his o wn 
m aster in battle, he will read ily find 
a d ecent ex cu se fo r sav ing him self.” 
Ind eed , And in so d o ing, he will 
gu arantee his o wn d estru ctio n, the 
d estru ctio n o f the arm ed fo rce o f 
which he is a p art, and the d estru c­ 
tio n o f the co u ntry which his fo rce 
was charged to p ro tect.

(emergency room attendants, 
policemen and third basemen 
are obvious examples) but its 
proponents argue that workers 
under the sy stem can usually 
agree among themselves on a 
schedule that w ill prevent any 
vital job from being unfilled. 
Pearson’s eight-day week is 
still only a theory , in case y ou 
hadn’t noticed. He recognizes 
that there would be some prob­ 
lems in shifting to his alte rna­ 
tive : 
religious 
opposition 
to 
abolishing Sunday as a day of 
rest, the difficulty smaller busi­ 
ness would have in adjusting, 
legal barriers and possible un­ 
ion reluctance to extend the 
work day . 
But he argues that unjam ­ 
ming the transportation sy stem 
and making m ore efficient use 
of both business and leisure­ 
tim e facilities would more than 
offset any disadvantages. 
“ In 19 29 ,” Pearson writes, 
“only five per cent of the work­ 
ing population was on a five- 
day week. The re maining 9 5 per 
cent were accustomed to work­ 
ing either all or part of Satur­ 
day . (But) when the five-day 
week became a common re al­ 
ity , working people had no trou­ 
ble adjusting to it.”

fatty deposits in the arte rie s to

brain, 
the 
exact 
same 
disease that’s responsible for 
heart attacks. Sometimes this 
results in blocking sm all ar­ 
teries in the brain that produce 
what some have called little 
strokes. This in turn results in 
personality changes and loss of 
me m ory and m e ntal confusion. 
There are probably a number 
of other things which occur too 
in 
older 
people 
re late d 
to 
fundamental changes 
in 
the 
chemistry of the ir body . I be­ 
lieve it is im portant to think 
about these problems before 
y ou develop them, and y ou can 
do some things to help prevent 
the likelihood of having these 
problems. High on the list, of 
course , 
is 
pre ve nting 
atherosclerosis, as y ou have 
suggested 
from 
y our 
le tte r. 
This means, even if y ou’re not 
afraid of having a he art attack, 
that y ou’d be we ll advised to 
follow a diet 
that helps to 
p re ve n t 
ath e ro s cle ro s is , 
specifically a diet sufficiently 
lim ite d in calories to prevent 
obesity , lim ite d in fats, par­ 
ticularly the saturated fats, and 
lim ite d in cholesterol content. 
Also, 
a 
re g u lar 
phy sical 
exercise 
program 
helps, 
as 
does the avoidance of unhealthy 
h abits 
such 
as 
cig are tte 
smoking. 
To these factors I would add 


the 
often 
neglected 
field 
of 
psy cho-social and mental func­ 
tions. By this I mean struc­ 
turing one’s life for continued 
involvement with other people, 
thereby avoiding the frequent 
re tire m e n t 
ty pe 
re sponse 
associated with the mental and 
personality decline of the in­ 
dividual 
involved. 
There 
is 
some truth to the old idea that if 
y ou don’t use it, y ou lose it. I 
suspect that memory exercises 
are just as important to the 
brain as are muscle exercises 
to the body . There has been 
precious little work done on this 
— such things as training one’s 
me mory , and then re gularly 
exercising the me m ory . 
There are lots of me m ory 
training books available. They 
are n’t necessarily outstanding, 
but they do provide something 
which offers some value to 
people who are interested in 
try ing to train their m e m ory 
and keep their brain function­ 
ing at its optimal level. 
Any one 
actively using 
the 
brain and solving problems or 
dealing with mental exercises 
as a part of a way of life are at 
least doing this to some extent. 
This may explain why people 
remain m e ntally alert as long 
as they are active and lite rally 
don’t stop mental activity when 
they re tire . There are some 
medicines that have been found 
to be useful in improving one’s 
mental functions in older age. 
Some of these are re late d to 
helping correct 
the 
chenical 
changes that occur in some 
people that affect brain func­ 
tion and, in this conjuction, are 
related to medicines that are 
sometimes 
used 
to 
combat 
depressions.

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The Worry Clinic

CASE X-576: Alan B., aged 
39, is a Chicago Fireman. 
“ Dr. Crane,” he began, “we 
just lost 3 of our good men at a 
recent fire. 
“ It started about 2 a.m. in a 
large Loop cafeteria. 
“ The blazing roof caved in on 
our buddies and we couldn’t get 
them out in time to save their 
lives. 
“ The cause of the fire is 
undetermined. 
“ But we firemen know that 
these undetermined causes are 
usually a result of smokers. 
“ For tobacco addicts will 
smoke in bed; then fall asleep 
with a live cigarette burning in 
their hand. 
“ It drops to the sheet and 
soon the bed is in flames. 
“ Or such people will smoke 
while viewing TV as they sit in 
an upholstered chair. 
“ But they also drift off into 
dreamland, 
letting 
their 
cigarette, pipe or cigar drop 
live ashes on the arm of the 
chair. 
“ Many times we get to the 
building in time to stop the 
frames before much damage 
has been done to the furniture. 
“ But the smokers, or their 
families, may be dead as a 
result of smoke inhalation. 
“ It has become the fad to 


ascribe a lot of fires to defective 
wiring. 
“ But we find that is largely a 
polite camouflage to protect the 
smokers and the tobacco in­ 
dustry as a whole. 
“ One of my cousins thus 
worked in a coal mine that had 
a fatal explosion at one of its 
lower levels. 
“ My cousin told me that a 
couple of the miners on his shift 
would light a cigarette when the 
foreman 
wasn't 
around, 
although 
posted 
signs 
vetoed all smoking. 
“ And the mine owner was 
then accused of not maintaining 
proper safeguards in that nine, 
though the deaths of the miners 
were a result of smoking by 
those nitwit cigarette addicts. 
“ Dr. Crane, forest fires, hotel 
fires, and thousands of burning 
homes are a direct result of 
smokers who flip a live cigar 
or 
cigarette 
butt 
into 
a 
wastepaper basket or into dry 
leaves in a forest, or even down 
an elevator shaft in a hotel or 
office building. 
“ So please warn your readers 
of the terrific loss not only of 
human lives but also of billions 
of dollars in property damage 
and charred forests!”

drivers) killed only themselves, 
you might figure that was just 
retribution. 
But they also destroy their 
families and thousand of other 
innocent people every year!

WASHINGTON (A P )- The 
Nixon 
administration 
stood 
firm today on its plan to keep 
the freeze on beef prices until 
Sept. 12, but urged consumers 
to exercise discipline in their 
supermarket buying. 
The President’s Council of 
Economic Advisers appeared 
before the Joint Senate-House 
Economic Committee and said 
consumers should avoid panic- 
buying of beef and hoarding so 
that beef shortages will not be 
servere between now and the 
time the freeze ends. 
Herbert Stein, the council’s 
chaurman, said the nation is 
“ faced with a choice of the 


evils of inflation and the evils 
of control.” He added that the 
administration is trying to work 
its way out of the situation. 
Stein could give no assurance 
that the sharp rise in food 
prices is about to end. 
“ We would be kidding the 
American people if we told 
them that we could issue some 
order that would give them 
cheap chicken and so on and so 
on,” he said. 
Stein said it is time the 
people understand that the gov­ 
ernment cannot guarantee any 
price levels or the kinds of 
prices they have been used to 
in the past.

know China had a Communist 
government but of those who 
did know, few thought it was a 
good idea. 
In 1966, a Harris poll showed 
Am ericans most often de­ 
scribed the Chinese with such 
adjectives as “ sly,” “ treacher­ 
ous,” 
“ w ar-like” 
and 
“ ignorant.” 
It was by no means a case of 
unrequited hate. In 1951 a Chi­ 
nese magazine said of the Unit­ 
ed States: “This is the Edqp of 
a pinch of m illionaires, the hell 
of countless millions of poor 
people. This is the paradise of 
gangsters, swindlers, rascals, 
special agents, fascist germs, 
speculators, debauchers and all 
the dregs of mankind. This is a 
living hell 10 times, 100 times, 
1,000 times worse than any hell 
that can possibly be depicted by 
the most sanguinary of w rit­ 
ers.” 
That set the tenor for 20 years 
during which the nicest thing 
Peking ever called the United 
States was “ paper tiger” and 
the United States pretended 
that mainland China was just a 
delinquent suburb of Formosa. 
But that was when the Chi­ 
nese were still part of the yel­ 
low peril and the United States 
was still full of capitalist war­ 
mongers. Now American jour­ 
nalists and government offi­ 
cials are streaming off to China 
as if it were Tahiti. Chinese 
Mao jackets, acrobats and 
gymnasts are tumbling across 
American borders in the more 
or less hallowed tradition of 
coolies, mah jongg and chop 
suey. 
A recent opinion survey of 


Am erican attitudes toward 
China is illustrative. 
It was conducted by Norton 
Simon, Inc., a nice wholesome 
American conglomerate forme 
in 1968 by the consolidation of 
M cC all 
Corporation, 
Hunt 
Foods and Industries and Can­ 
ada Dry Corporation. Only time 
w ill tell whether the Chinese 
are ready for American wom­ 
en’s magazines, tomato paste 
and ginger ale but Norton Si­ 
mon president David J. Ma- 
hony visited China last October 
and his corporation seems not 
disinterested in turning an hon­ 
est yuan or two. 
The most surprising part of 
the Norton Simon survey, in 
fact, is the high percentage of 
people favoring increased trade 
with the Chinese. 
(This raises questions about 
the poll being self-serving but 
its results on other questions 
are close to those obtained by 
other national surveys follow­ 
ing President Nixon’s trip to 
China last year.) 
The survey, based on inter­ 
views conducted this March 
and said to be representative of 
national opinion, showed 84 per 
cent of those questioned fa­ 
vored increased diplom atic 
contact with the Chinese gov­ 
ernment and 82 per cent fa­ 
vored more cultural relations. 
These results, however, are 
not substantially different from 
those obtained in a Council on 
Foreign Relations survey made 
by the University of Michigan 
in 1964. Even then, when China 
was still “ Red,” 73 per cent of 
those polled said they favored 
an exchange of visitors with the 


Chinese and 71 per cent ap­ 
proved of increased diplomatic 
contact. 
So we have always been 
friendly in theory. 
In 1964, however, only 31 per 
cent of the people contacted 
were in favor of China’s admis­ 
sion to the United Nations, 
while the Norton Simon survey 
indicated a 73 per cent approval 
of Peking’s admission after the 
fact. 
And, more importantly for 


purveyors of tomato paste, 72 
per cent of the subjects in the 
Norton Simon poll supported in­ 
creased trade with China, a big 
jump over the 43 per cent who 
were in favor of “ selling things 
like wheat to Communist 
China” in the 1964 Council on 
Foreign Relations poll. 
How meaningful all this is in 
the short run is a question, of 
course. There are still a lot of 
people who would not enter into 
trade with the Chinese for all 


the tea in Sri Lanka. 
And even Mahony had some 
cautious words in a recent 
speech: “ Even if we do busi­ 
ness with China it w ill be fairly 
modest. Our trade with China 
has gone from $5 m illion in 1971 
to $92 million in 1972 and may 
get past the $350 million mark 
this year. 
“ But that isn’t a lot and 
China’s total external trade last 
year was only $2.5 billion, 
which is sm all for a major 


country.” 
Mahony added that China 
“ doesn’t seem to be much of a 
market for cosmetics, fashions 
or luxury items like cars and 
jew elry” but predicted increas­ 
ing demand there for American 
equipment and technology.; 
“ We cannot afford,” said Ma­ 
hony, 49 and a top business 
executive since 1951, ‘‘to con­ 
cede to our competitors a m ar­ 
ket that represents almost a 
quarter of the world’s popula­ 
tion.”

“ There’s an atmosphere of 
distrust or disagreement or dis­ 
sension among the people them­ 
selves,” he went on. “ Some 
were in favor of what hap­ 
pened, some disagreed. Con­ 
sequently, it brought people 
into conflict. Internal fam ily 
structures have been disrupted 
because brothers and sisters, 
aunts and uncles have started 
taking sides on positions of the 
people involved. 
On Feb. 27, a group led by 
the American Indian Movement 
swept into the village, took 
over the trading post and began 
the confrontation with govern­ 
ment marshals and F B I agents 
who set up roadblocks around 
the hamlet. 
The siege went on and on. 
Before it ended with an agree­ 
ment on M ay 8, two Indians 
and two federal agents were 
wounded and two occupiers — 
Frank Clearwater, identified 
later as a white named Frank 
Clear, and Lawrence Lamont. 
an Oglala Sioux — were shot 
dead. 
Now, nearly three months lat­ 
er, a key issue raised by AIM 
continues to divide the Oglala 
Sioux. 
A IM leaders Russell Means 
and Dennis Banks demanded 
that tribal Chairman Richard 
Wilson be ousted and new elec­ 
tions be held. They also called 
for the removal of Bureau of 


Indian Affairs Supt. Stanley Ly­ 
man. 
Wilson, who calls AIM mem­ 
bers 
hoodlums 
and 
ex­ 
tortionists, said in a recent in­ 
terview that he expects to seek 
re-election in January, despite 
several impeachment attempts 
during his 13 months in office. 
“ They (A IM ) have a whole 
lot of grievances but no solu­ 
tions,” said Wilson. “ I think 
only the elected constitutional 
officers can have the solutions. 
“ AIM didn’t help us one bit,” 
he added. “ If there’s been any 
change since the occupation, its 
been for the worse.” 
“ At election time, the atmos­ 
phere is going to be real tense, 
depending on what happens 
with the tribal legislative sys­ 
tem,” said Holy Rock. “ I think 
those who are opposed to con­ 
stitutional government are go­ 
ing to make an aggressive bid 
to take charge of tribal govern­ 
ment and practice the tradition­ 
al form .” 
But he said the traditional 
form of government, advocated 
by some pro-AIM people, is al­ 
most completely forgotten. 
“ Some practice a loose form 
of traditional government, for 
example, following the heredi­ 
tary line of chiefs. But they are 
mainly going through the mo­ 
tions. Those that want tradi­ 
tional government are trying to

hand. It all adds to the con­ 
fusion.” 
One of the terms of the settle­ 
ment was that White House 
representatives come to the 
reservation to discuss creation 
of a presidential commission to 
study the 1869 treaty granting 
the Sioux all land in South Da­ 
kota west of the Missouri R iv­ 
er. 
That group met late in May 
with Frank Fools Crow and oth­ 
er tribal elders near 
Kyle, 
northeast of Wounded Knee. 
Fools Crow and the others 
urged the White House to abol­ 
ish the Indian Reorganization 
Act that provides for elected 
tribal governments, and to let 
the Indians return to older 
ways. 
Nothing 
major 
has 
come 
from the talks. 
Another issue raised by AIM 
was the reform of the Bureau 
of Indian Affairs and changes 
in federal Indian relationships. 
Several congressional hearings 
have been held, but no major 
changes 
have 
been 
imple­ 
mented. 
Holy Rock, who was part of a 
task force that studied the is­ 
sue, said the group concluded 


that although it had faults, the 
B IA was necessary to the fu­ 
ture of the Indian. 
“ We have a lot of problems 
with our young people,” Holy 
Rock said. “ They have a lot of 
energy and things they ob­ 
served at Wounded Knee fit 
into their attitudes. They see an 
avenue for that energy and 
whether it is right or wrong, it 
is appealing. 
“ The takeover seems to have 
brought an increase in an atti­ 
tude adverse to law enforce­ 
ment and the judicial system 
as practiced by the tribe under 
const it ut ional government. ’ ’ 
But a teacher at Pine Ridge 
said students appeared to be 
more excited about AIM a year 
ago. “ AIM sort of wore out its 
welcome,” he said:

Wounded Knee fam ilies living 
in temporary trailer homes in 
Pine Ridge. New houses being 
built in Wounded Knee are ex­ 
pected to be finished this fall. 
“ W e’re going back. It’s our 
homestead,” said Mrs. 
Red 
Star. 
“ The government forced us 
out. They took our food because 
they thought it would be given 
to A IM ,” her husband added. 
“ Instead of going to the store, 


where the AIM forces were, 
they went to the homes of the 
residents and forced them to 
leave.” 
“ Some others refuse to go 
back because of the high emo­ 
tions still involved,” said E u ­ 
gene Rooks, executive director 
of the Oglala Sioux Housing Au­ 
thority. The authority is work­ 
ing with the Housing and Urban 
Development Administration — 
HUD — to build an estimated 
$30,000 worth of new low-rent 
units at Wounded Knee. 
“ They (A IM ) are still waiting 
for their Black Hills settlement. 
W e’re slow but at least we’re 
doing what we say we will do.” 
he said.

Royals win fifth straight 
at White Sox Park

CHICAGO (AP)— A couple of different 
“stances,” by batter Hal McRae and by pitcher 
Steve Busby , helped the roaring Kansas City 
Roy als continue their humiliation of the Chi­ 
cag o White Sox Wednesday nig ht. 
McRae, “just lay ing the bat on my shoulder 
and coiling further back,” slammed three hits 
including a two-run triple and a solo homer to 
back Busby ’s five-hitter for a 4-2 victory over 
the Sox. 
In besting 20-g ame winner Wilbur Wood, 
Busby spiked a White Sox threat in the eig hth 
inning with a first-base pickoff on what Six 
Manag er Chuck Tanner described as “a hell­ 
uva move.” 
It was the eig hth time this season Busby , 
with a deceptive move and step toward third 
base, has picked off a base runner either at 
third or first. 
At the tim e, Chicag o’s Pat Kelly was on first 
base after his sing le had scored one run from 
second and sent another Sox runner to third 
with the Roy als leading 4-2. 
With pinch-hit ter Dick Allen at bat, Busby 
wheeled off the rubber toward third, faked a 
throw at the third-base runner, Bill Sharp, and 
then whirled with a throw to first picking off 
Kelly for the third out. 


“ I’ve never seen any thing like it, and I g uess 
the umpires haven’t either,” said Sox pitching 
coach Johnny Sain. 
Busby didn’t finish, walking two men in the 
ninth and then y ielding to Joe Hoerner. But 
Busby g ot his ninth victory in 19 decisions as he 
scattered five hits and struck out eig ht. 
Wood, now 20-15, was no puzzle to McRae, 
now batting close to .200 after hitting around 
.150 only a few weeks ag o. 
McRae belted his triple in the second after 
back-to-back sing les by Rick Reichardt and 
Lou Piniella and his No. 3 homer of the season 
in the fourth g ave the Roy als a 4-1 lead. 
“ I have been try ing a different stance, 
thanks to batting coach Charley Lau,” said Mc­ 
Rae. “I’m just lay ing the bat on my shoulder, 
tucking in my hands and sorta g etting further 
back before I swing . Before, I just wasn’t coiled 
at the start ” 
Wood shook off the defeat with “I was 
throwing as well as ever. McRae’s triple came 
on a ball that was up. The homer he hit was on a 
g ood pitch, down and where I wanted it.” 
Said Roy als M anag er Jack McKeon: 
“We’ve been play ing sm art, heads-up ball.” 
The Roy als now hold a 5-0 record at White 
Sox Park this season and today sent Dick Dra- 
g o (11-10) ag ainst Stan Bahnsen (14-10), seek­ 
ing a sweep of a three-g ame set.

Athletes ¡n retirement

letes make the conversion from 
Jhe sports spotlig ht to the ev­ 
ery day world.

5 NEW YORK (AP) — “Every ­ 
o ne wants to say he’s associ­ 
a te d with an athlete,” say s for- 
Jmer Los Ang eles Ram s’ foot­ 
ba ll play er Frank Fuller, em ­ 
phasizing a m ajor benefit the 
^athlete receives when it comes 
lim e for him to retire. 
* Sports g ives the athlete a tre- 
jmendous boost by providing 
Jiim ex posure while he is play ­ 
ing . Naturally , the g reater the 
pithlete, the long er the ex posure 
Continues after retirem ent. And 
Jhe continual harking back to 
|he- old day s, fanned by old- 
lim ers’ day s, sports banquets 
Jmd news articles, continually 
fekindles the flame of ex ­ 
posure. 
: “Sports provides the chance 
Jor the athlete, unlike the or­ 
dinary person, to open the door 
and meet people,’’say s Georg e 
Jflikan, former basketball star 
for the Minneapolis Lakers. 
¡“The athlete has the advantag e 
i f being able to advertise in the 
Jnedia what he wants to do 
fvhen he retires.” 
3 There is no ag reement on 
iow long a play er can use this 
fcitial buildup of ex posure he 
has accumulated while play ing 
In the Big Leag ues. ; 
i “Baseball can usually g ive 
fhe overag e play er a boost for 
nve or six y ears,” ex plains for­ 
m er New York Yankee Joe Col­ 
ins, “but after that, y ou’re on 
four own.” 
- Television has chang ed thing s 
for the averag e play er. Two 
0ecades ag o, it was the big star 
who g ^t the headlines, while 


the averag e play er only re­ 
ceived mention in the box- 
scores. Today ’s averag e play er 
g ets almost as much television 
time as the star. 
“ Every thing is g reater for to­ 
day ’s ballplay er,” say s Mikan, 
who now is involved in a num ­ 
ber of activities in the Min­ 
neapolis area, including a trav­ 
el ag ency . 
“There’s more pay , more 
recog nition, m ore public ex ­ 
posure. And with television, y ou 
can become a household word. 
If a g uy ’s g ot class, he can con­ 
quer the world.” 
If, as Fuller said, every one 
loves to be “associated with an 
athlete,” the athlete’s reputa­ 
tion on the play ing field some­ 
times precludes his chances of 
making a reputation in the 
world of business. What devel­ 
ops is two contrasting reputa­ 
tions ex isting within the same 
person. 
r 
“The baseball imag e is al­ 
way s 
there,” 
say s 
Bobby 
Thomson, who in 1951 won the 
pennant for the New York Gi­ 
ants with a dram atic ninth in­ 
ning home run. “But I think 
my prim ary imag e is that of a 
businessman and that the base­ 
ball imag e is kind of a com­ 
plementary one. 
“I don’t g et tired of hearing 
how 1 hit the home run. But 
sometimes I’ll g o into a m eet­ 
ing and every one will want to 
talk baseball and I’ll feel like 
say ing , ‘hey , let’s g et down to 
business’.” 
Rod Hundley , former m em ­ 
ber of the Minneapolis and then 
Los Ang eles Lakers and now a 
restaurant co-owner in Phoenix , 
Ariz., believes that the averag e 
baseball play er will profit most 
in the area of ex posure because 
of the long er season. 
Today ’s play ers are benefit­ 
ing from a g rowing awareness 
by professional baseball, bas­ 
ketball and football of the prob­ 
lems broug ht about by retire­ 
m en t—particularly in the, field 


of job placement. Baseball, 
football and basketball have all 
org anized prog rams within the 
past five y ears dealing with the 
problem of g etting for play ers 
jobs which will lead to careers 
after retirem ent. 
Marvin Miller, ex ecutive di­ 
rector of the Major Leag ue 
Baseball Play ers Association, 
believes that the baseball pro­ 
g ram , beg un in 1968, has had 
only limited success in job 
placements. He said it is being 
ex amined by both his org an­ 
ization and the Baseball Com­ 
m issioner’s office. 
Miller said one problem is 
that the prog ram is “being 
placed in a corner by the com­ 
m issioner’s office” and is g et­ 
ting little real support from the 
owners. 
The head of the play ers 
g roup said that an ag ency hired 
to deal with the problem has 
done little more so far than to 
poll the play ers to determine 
certain attitudes toward retire­ 
ment. 
The basic g oal of the plan is 
g et play ers into winter jobs 
that will lead to a full-time oc­ 
cupation after retirement. 
But as Miller points out, 
baseball has committed itself to 
a long er season. Thus the time 
a play er can work at a job or 
can g o back to school is g etting 
shorter and shorter. 
Also, according to Miller, the 
baseball prog ram makes no 
provisions for the ex -play er. 
Only active play ers stand to 
benefit from the plan. Ex -ath- 
letes must deal with their old 
clubs on an individual basis. 
The National Basketball As­ 
sociation has a new prog ram, 
adopted last May . It has hired 
a consulting firm to place for­ 
mer and active play ers in top- 
level ex ecutive positions. 
One 
advantag e is that the prog ram 
is available to ex -athletes as 
well as those still play ing . The 
prog ram , administered by both 
« the NBA and the Play ers Asso-

Rick Wise is finally shaking 
loose from the shadow of Steve 
Carlton, and his emerg ence as 
one of the top pitchers in the 
National Leag ue is one of the 
main reasons the St. Louis Car­ 
dinals are atop the National 
Leag ue East. 
Until 
this 
season, 
Wise’s 
main claim to fame was that 
prior to the 197 2 season, he was 
traded even-up for Carlton. 
While Wise compiled a 16-16 
record for St. Louis, Carlton 
won 27 g ames and the Cy 
Young Award for the Phils. 
But this y ear is another m at­ 
ter. Wise boosted his record to 
12-6—and 
hit 
a

homer—as the Cards beat the 
Montreal

9-3, 
then 
watched as Reg g ie Cleveland 
pitched a five-hit, 2-0 triumph 
in the second g ame of a twin- 
ig ht doubleheader Wednesday . 
The Cards, who lost 20 of 
their first 25 outing s, now lead 
the second-place Cubs by 3l/2 
g ames in the NL East.

willing athletes, both play ing 
and retired. 
Buddy Young , who heads up 
the prog ram , said the NFL de­ 
cided to take on the problem 
when over 50 per cent of those 
athletes answering a question­ 
naire said they were interested 
in working in the off-season. 
Young said that while only a 
“miniscule amount of play ers” 
were involved in off-season jobs 
before the merg er of the Amer­ 
ican Football Leag ue and the 
NFL, he set up several hundred 
job interviews in the past y ear 
Young said the number of ex ­ 
athletes particiapting in the 
prog ram has been small be­ 
cause of ig norance about the 
prog ram ’s ex istence. 
“It wasn’t easy to convince 
the private sector of the poten­ 
tial of the athlete three y ears 
ag o,” Young said. 
“Companies were concerned 
about the conflict created by 
the season. We was only 5.4 
y ears and it was worth the risk 
of waiting that amount of time. 
“Also, many companies were 
very surprised to find that ath­ 
letes were not all brawn and no 
brains. 
“Financially , 
I’d say 
the 
play ers are a little better off,” 
say s Hy ne Duren, former New 
York Yankee relief pitcher, 
“but mentally the problems are 
still inherent. There are some 
g uy s with drinking problems in 
the major leag ues that I won­ 
der where wilLthey be in four 


or five y ears after they g et out 
of baseball. 
“And on 
top of the 
in­ 
securities, a lot of people don’t 
have the awareness of the help 
people can provide.” 
Of course, no one can set up 
a pattern which will g uide ev­ 
ery athlete to a successful tran­ 
sition. No m atter how big the 
star, he must eventually learn 
to function in the nonathletic 
world and it is this adjustment 
that is most critical. 
“One of the g reatest satisfac­ 
tions I g ot out of my retire­ 
ment, was to appreciate and 
enjoy my work and to realize 
satisfaction 
from 
it, 
’’say s 
Thomson, now an national ac­ 
counts representative for a 
New York firm. “I learned the 
enjoy ment one can g et from 
work.” 
For Thomson that realization 
came after retirem ent, and 
after he had taken an aptitude 
test to discover what he was 
best qualified to do. 
But, today ’s ballplay ers for 
the most part are coming to a 
realization about retirement at 
an earlier ag e. There is a 
g reater influx of athletes g oing 
back to school and a major 
movement in the last decade to 
beg in setting the occupational 
g roundwork for the future dur­ 
ing the y ears of athletic com­ 
petition. 
One reason for the g rowing 
awareness of the problem is the 
publicity which has followed 
the failures of past play ers. 
“ I could see the transition 
even when I was play ing ,” say s 
Jon Arnett, formerly with the 
Los Ang eles Rams. “ In 1951, 
most of the g uy s were just 
thinking about play ing . If they 
g ave any thoug ht at all to re­ 
tirement, it was that may be 
they ’d open a little sports bar. 
“Now play ers see they must 
prepare for retirem ent. There’s 
been so much ex posure in the 
media about what happens if 
y ou don’t prepare.”

They include requests fo r 
co ntributio ns to the Nix o n re- 
electio n campaign in 19 7 2 and 
the filing o f an antitrust suit 
against AMPI by the Justice 
Department two day s prio r to a 
meeting between Mehren and 
Nix o n’s lawy er at that time, 
Herbert Kalmbach. 
“ I make no direct accusa­ 
tio ns o f perv ersio n o r subv er­ 
sio n o f the pro cess o f justice. I 
hav e said I no w believ e the se­ 
quence o f interrelated irregula­ 
rities is such that impartial 
ev aluatio n is critically neces­ 
sary ,” said Mehren. 
He said such an ev aluatio n 


can be made if AMPI atto rney s 
are allo wed “ to questio n all 
perso ns who might hav e been 
inv o lv ed in the apparent irre­ 
gularities and, I suppo se as a 
less satisfacto ry alternativ e, in­ 
quiry by the Co ngress.” 
AMPI atto rney s will begin by 
subpo enaing J u stice D ep a rt­ 
ment o fficials, Mehren saia. 
“ As a lay man, I hav e an 
uneasy feeling that there is a 
remarkable pattern o f co o pera­ 
tio n between the Department o f 
Justice and priv ate litigants 
who are o ur co mpetito rs,” he 
said. 
“ Finally , there were actio ns
